A Bill to Suppress the Issue and Circulation of Unauthorized Billsas Cur-
rency.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota :
Sectioy 1, That no person, association or corporation shall issve io

\his Territory, without authority of law, granting charters expressly for sach Forb1ading e

issues, apy bills, drafts, certificates of deposit, or other evidences of debt, to

be loaned or put in circulation as money, or to pass or be used us a curren-
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cy orcirculating medium ; and every person, association or eorporation, and
every member thereof, who violates the provisions of this section, shall be
punished for each and cvery offence, by imprisonment in the County Jail not
less than onemont), hor over six months, and by fine not less than one hon-
dred dollars nor over oue thousand dollars. Provided, that nothing herein
contained shall be construed to abridge the law of merchants or contracts.
Brc. 2. All payments of any debt or obligation which may be made
in any of the bills, drafts, certificates of deposit or other evidences of debt
which may be issued in violation of section one of this act, or any soch
bills, drafts, cortificates of deposit or other evidence of indebtedness which
may have been or may hereafter bo issmed in this Territory, without au-
thority of law, shall be void and of no cffect, and any debt or obligation
whicl may be paid in any of the snid bills, drafts, certificates of deposit or
other evidencs of debt, may be collected in the same menner as if no sach
payment had been made.

4, Any person circulating, passing or attempting to circulate or
temptic ke, pass in lieu of money or carrency, any evidences of debt, issued in violation
of section one of this act, shall, upon conviction thereof, before any Court
of competent jurisdiction, within this Territory, be punished by o fine not
less than ten dollars nor mere than fifty dollars ; the fine to be applied for
